The Star this week received a fetter 
from the Reverend John Lawley and repre- 
sentatives of district church groups saying 
in part: “ . . . you cannot tock up com- 
passion within rules —— it must burst out’. 


The council has had 
a policy since 1964 of 
refusing permission for 
door-knocks, except for 
two instances, the West 
Gate Bridge disaster and 
the Tasmanian Bush Fire 
Relief. 

The churches claim this 
policy penalises only the 
most worthy charities — 
those causes where tota}, 
community suport is need- 


ed, 

The letter’ added: 

“Therefore we ask in all 
seriousness whether there 
is a candidate prepared to 
come out and say that he 
favors the expression of 
compassion by the people 
of Altona for some small 
number of official door- 
knocks, and would be in 
favor of official sanction 
for these? 

Further to this we ex- 
press our concern to all 
councillors that if it is the 
case that they object to 
door knocks ‘not in prin- 
ciple, but because it is un- 
fait, or _ politically 
inexpedient, to opt one 
year for some causes and 
another year for others, 
then they ask themselves 
whether this is not com- 
parable to walking past a 
fine of starving children 
with a steak in one’s hand, 
and saying to one’s neigh- 
bor, “Well, it wouldn't be 
fair to give to some and 
not to the others, Is not 
this attitude equivalent to 
saying its better for them 
all to starve, than for my 
conscience to be accused 
of partiality. 

“So we urge council to 
be compassionate, to do 
what they can by way of; 
allowing selected door- 
knocks, so that at least 
some needy people, in- 
stead of none, fee] the un- 
doubted compassion of 
Altona citizens towards 
human needs, even if it 
means that some will cri- 
ticise council for not 
going their way, that is, 
not authorising their ap- 
peal.”
